“The marketplace is in fact not a 
specific location at ah. It exists 
only in the figurative sense. In our 
figurative marketplace, everyone 
from neighborhood retailer to 
corporation president sets up his 
figurative stall. Among their 
wares, the buyer wanders end­ 
lessly. He hears the cries of the 
merchants, and yet what he buys 
he buys out of free choice. 
“ Thus the merchants watch him 
carefully. Where will he go next? 
What will he buy? Some see him 
pass them with hardly a sideward 
glance. 
What have they 
done 
wrong? What is the matter with 
their 
goods? 
Too 
old? 
Too 
frivolous? Too costly? Such are the 
questions that go through their 
minds. They have got to know. The 
buyer is sovereign, and they must 
pay him the homage of offering 
acceptable products, 
“ On the other hand, som e 
merchants are deluged with offers 
to buy. What they sell has evidently 
taken the buyer’s fancy. The buyer 
can be certain furthermore that 
should he want additional goods 
they will be available. With his 
dollars he has said to the merchant 
that he is pleased. The merchant is 
quick to understand that he is doing 
something right. He will keep doing 
it. 
“ All this, it will be rightly said, is 
plain old commonsense But that is 
why 
the 
m arketplace 
works 
supremely well at supplying needs 
and allocating services

It exists 
only in the figurative sense. In our 
figurative marketplace, everyone 
from neighborhood retailer to 
corporation president sets up his 
figurative stall. Among their 
wares, the buyer wanders end­ 
lessly. He hears the cries of the 
merchants, and yet what he buys 
he buys out of free choice. 
“Thus the merchants watch him 
carefully. Where will he go next? 
What will he buy? Some see him 
pass them with hardly a sideward 
glance. What have they done 
wrong? What is the matter with 
their 
goods? Too old? 
Too 
frivolous? Too costly? Such are the 
questions that go through their 
minds. They have got to know. The 
buyer is sovereign, and they must 
pay him the homage of offering 
acceptable products. 
“On the other hand, some 
merchants are deluged with offers 
to buy. What they sell has evidently 
taken the buyer’s fancy. The buyer 
can be certain furthermore that 
should he want additional goods 
they will be available. With his 
dollars he has said to the merchant 
that he is pleased. The merchant is 
quick to understand that he is doing 
something right. He will keep doing 
it 
“All this, it will be rightly said, is 
plain old commonsense. But that is 
why the marketplace works 
supremely well at supplying needs 
and allocating services. Every

Not to worry, however, for the 
merchant will find us something 
else, provided, once again, we are 
willing to remunerate him. It may 
be coal that he offers us on an in­ 
terim basis ; in the long run, it may 
be solar power. Whatever the case, 
he will find the cheapest, most 
available sources he can — 
because, if you want to be brutal 
about it, he means to go on 
receiving the buyer’s dollars.

Voting Procedures for Beef 


Checkoff Program Outlined 


There has been much 
discussion about the proposed 
Beef Research and In­ 
formation Program, which 
will be voted on this spring by 
beef and dairy cattle owners. 
The registration period for 
producers to qualify in the 
election is set between June 6- 
17, and the actual voting 
dates are July 5-15. 
Eligible producers should 
contact their county Agri­ 
cultural Stablization and 
Conservation Service office 
to receive a registration 
form. The county ASCA of­ 
fices 
will 
conduct 
the 
referendum, explains Kirby 
Clayton, county Extension 
agent. 
“There are two separate 
parts of the referendum, 
registration and voting,” he 
reminds. “A producer must 
register during the first 
period and must make 
another trip to vote during 
that designated period." 
At least 50 per cent of the 
cattle owners who register 
must vote—and two thirds 
must vote affirmatively —in 
order for the referendum to 


be valid. Those eligible in­ 
clude 4-H youths, FFA 
members, men and women 
who own livestock. 
“There is no age limit or 
minimum requirement of 
numbers of cattle owned in 
order to qualify to vote. Any 
questions about bonafide 
ownership can be resolved by 
tax records, sales slips, re­ 
gistration papers or any other 
valid 
papers 
showing 
ownership of livestock,” adds 
the county agent. 
A partnership, cooperative, 
corporation 
or 
similar 
business is considered as only 
a single entity for the purpose 
of voting in the referendum. 
Where a husband and wife 
own cattle jointly, this will be 
considered a single entity and 
only one may vote, lf each 
owns cattle separately and 
has documented proof of 
ownership, this is considered 
as two entities and each may 
vote. 
In the event that a person 
owns cattle in a county other 
than where he lives, or if be 
cannot make it to the polls 
during the registration or 


voting period, it will be 
possible to write or telephone 
the county ASCS office for an 
absentee ballot, explains 
Clayton. If approved, the Beef 
Research and Information 
Program will alfow establish­ 
ment of projects for ad­ 
vertising, promotion, edu­ 
cation, producer information 
and consumer information 
with respect to the use of 
cattle, 
beef 
and 
beef 
products.
